Anti-Abortion 
Bill Passed by 
State Senate 


HARRISBURG 
(AP)-The 
Pennsylvania Senate passed 39- 
9 a strict anti-abortion bill Wed­ 
nesday that outlaws all abor­ 
tions unless a woman might die 
from continued pregnancy. 
The measure, which would 
place' Pennsylvania’s abortion: 
law among the nation’s most 
.restrictive,, was sent back to 
the House: for concurrence on. 
an 
amendment. 
The 
House 
passed, the Mil. In June, 157-,34, 
On a 30-18 vote, the Senate 
wiped out a provision it ap­ 
proved Tuesday that would have 
permitted abortions In 
preg­ 
nancies resulting from rape or 
incest. 
Final passage by the House, 
expected next week, will place 
Gov. Shapp in a tight political 
spot. He said earlier he could 
not accept the bill without some 
liberalizing changes, including 
the rape or incest provision... He 
said' 
he 
personally 
opposes 
abortion. 
He said, after the 'Senate vote 
he would have to study the bill 
before making a decision, but 
would be guided by the Abor­ 
tion 
Law Commission 
which 
recommended in a split vote 
abortion at will up to the 20th 
week of pregnancy. 
The measure, if passed, will 
go into effect in 60 days whe­ 
ther Shapp signs it or not. 
Rep. Martin Mullen, D-Phila- 
delphia, the main advocate of 
no abortion charged a Shapp 
veto would end the governor’s 
political future. 
“I hope he changes his mind, 
for his own sake,” Mullen said.

My husband is highly nervous 
because of the pressure of his 
work. He takes a tranquilizer 
three times a day. 
At night when he comes home 
he says he gets relaxation with 
a few drirjks.

Dear Mrs. C.: 
All drugs, singly or in com­ 
bination, d e s e r v e respect . 
Drugs have their very specific 
purposes, and also have their 
limitations. 
Their greatest b e n i f i t s to 
health are based on their well- 
supervised use. • 
Generally, it is unwise to risk 
taking more than one drug that 
has 
a 
similar 
effect. 
For 
example, 
tranquilizers 
and 
barbiturates, a l t h o u g h dif­ 
ferent. cart be depressing to 
normal body functions wh e n 
used in combination. 
Either one of these drugs, 
when used with alcohol, can be 
reinforced and have serious 
consequences. 
The amount of tranquilizer 
and the amount of alcohol your 
husband 
consumes 
probably 
are not sufficient to do him 
damage since he has apparently 


been taking this for some time. 
Nevertheless the dependence 
on 
both 
tranquilizers 
and 
alcohol may become greater. If 
there is an increase in quanity 
of the drug and the alcohol, the 
combination 
may 
become 
hazardous. 
The physician who prescribed 
the tranquilizer k n o w s the 
dosage and is in the b e s t 
position to advise you. about the 
potential dangers. 


I have two impacted wisdom 
teeth that have not been causing 
me any trouble. I am 50 years 
old, and I wonder what harm 
they can do if I don’t have them 
removed. 
I have been told that even­ 
tually they may c a u s e me 
trouble if they are not taken out.

Dear Mrs. A.: 
To prophesy that you will 
“run into trouble,” especially in 
the absence of any p r e s e n t 
symptoms, I believe, does you 
an injustice. 
There was a time when im­ 
pacted teeth were r e m o v e d 
rather promiscuously. Now the 
pendulum has s w u n g in a 
conservative direction. 
When impacted teeth are a 
source of infection, or when 
they impinge on nerves and 


cause pain, or when they in­ 
terfere with a good bite, there 
may be special reasons for their 
removal. 
The dental surgeon t o d a y 
carefully evaluates each case 
and comes to a mature medical 
decision before suggesting such 
surgery. 
Specialized 
X - r a y s 
and 
studies of the jaw joint may 
reveal 
subtle 
r e a s o n s , 
especially in younger people, 
for the removal of impacted 
teeth. 
.As one gets older, the for­ 
mation of the teeth is fixed and 
a more conservative approach 
is adopted. 
Obviously, each case must be 
studied individually.

Untrue 
A local councilman, a Republican who sits tall 
in the saddle, is going around the community tell­ 
ing people that Police Chief Richard Tracy signed 
a “document” that he would leave Pottstown by 
Feb. 1 at the latest.

The GOPeans could see to it that 
he was assigned to the midnight shift, be stripped 
of any real authority and have him patrol the 
Manatawny park from now until 1976.

A local councilman entertained a member of 
the department who failed to pass the sergeant’s 
test.

Quandry 
Some politicians are wondering whether Capt.

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Legislative Session Again Drawn Out

H A R R I S B U R G — Penn­ 
sylvania’s lawm akers returned 
to their legislative wars this 
week, thus starting the 
11th 
month of their 1972 session — 
a session which in the early 
days many projected would be 
a 
“short” 
session, some 
op­ 
timistically at the time pointing 
toward a “ July at the latest”1 
adjournment! 
Well, July has come and gone, 
and so has August, September, 
October and now November — 
and Pennsylvania’s legislative 
warriors are still in session. 
Actually, much remains to be 
done legislatively speaking, and 
much of it definitely will not 
be accomplished 
in the 
few 
weeks 
remaining 
in 
this 
legislative 
year, 
what 
with 
legislative term s expiring the 
end of this month, and the 
session thus expiring then too. 
Those earlier 
in 
the 
year 


prognosticating a fairly short 
session for 1972 were doing so 
mainly on 
the 
premise that 
inasmuch 
as 
the 
legislature 
would be of the same political 
faith as that of his. excellency 
( D e m o c r a t i c , of course), 
legislative activity and liaison 
between 
the 
executive 
and 
legislative branches would be a 
shoo-in. 
While in theory this would 
seem logical, it didn’t quite turn 
out that way — in fact just 
about the opposite developed. 
To his char gin and irritation, 
Democratic Gov, Milton Shapp 
found that in many instances 
he 
was 
encountering 
more 
opposition within his own party 
— 
both 
legislatively 
and 
politically speaking — than with 
opposition R epublican. 
'Gov. 
Shapp 
isn’t the only 
chief 
executive 
to 
encounter 
such a situation by any stretch 
of the imagination; former Gov. 


Shafer ran into the same thing 
on more than one occasion. 
In fact, and it might be said 
in simple fact, had it not been 
for 
the 
votes 
provided 
by 
Republican 
lawmakers, 
his 
excellency's 
record-smashing 
n e a r 
$3 
billion 
spending 
proposal (necessitating the state 
income tax) 
would not have 
cleared the legislature, at least 
on the basis of voting at the 
time. 
T h u s 
while 
both 
the 
legislature and the governor’s 
office fall within the realm of 
b e i n g 
under 
Democratic 
domination 
during 
this 
year 
1972, the road for neither has 
been strewm with roses as many 
originally 
envisioned 
— 
and 
w h i c h 
initially 
brought 
predictions of a short legislative 
session this year. 
Actually, the same is in store 
for legislative 1973, inasmuch as 
the legislature’s complexion will 


be even more “ negative” come 
January — what with the House 
of 
Representatives 
in 
anti- 
adm inistration R e p u b l i c a n 
hands, thanks to last week’s 
legislative election outcom e! 
■ But the governor’s 
running 
battle with old line D em ocratic 
hardhats — which predates by 
far 
his 
winning 
the 
guber­ 
natorial election in 1970 minus 
heirarchy endorsement — has 
o n l y 
helped 
widen 
the 
legislative-executive breach. 
Much of it perhaps has been 
epitomized 
by 
the 
feuding 
b e t w e e n

m inistration and irritated and 
side-steopped D e m o c r a t i c 
c o u n t y 
chairman 
on 
the 
patronage 
and 
consultation 
front. 
Add to this his excel’ency’s 
“disagreem ents” with party old-

p o p u l o u s 
Philadelphia 
and 
Pittsburgh, 


and 
it 
isn’t difficult to see 
where 
legislative 
'Democrats 
representing those areas line 
up. 
What this all boils down to 
is the inescapable fact that his 
excellency unquestionably will 
be in for a rough two years 
in the upcoming last half of his 
adm inistration (Legislatures are 
elected for two-year stints) as 
he faces disgruntled Democratic

Many 
Going 
More Billions 
to Vietnam 


By BOB CONSIDINE 
NEW YORK — There may 
come a day when it will be 
siid that it would have been 
cheaper to buy Vietnam in the 
first place, and make it the 51st 
state. For we’ll he spending 
billions there long after the last 
shot is fired. Both North and 
South Vietnam (and to a lesser 
degree Laos and Cambodia) w:!l 
be the beneficiaries of a huge 
latter-day Marshall Plan. 
Few now recall that it was 
President Johnson — the best 
known political casualty of the 
war — who first proposed that 
the U.S. bestow on both friend 
and 
foe, 
after 
the 
fighting 
stopped, money to rehabilitate 
the 
war-ravaged 
land. 
LBJ 
thought a billion dollars might 
do it and said so, perhaps in 
the forlorn hope of bribing the 
antagonists to stop fighting and 
start collecting. But the figure 
now being quoted in Washington 
is nine billion, but when the 
time comes to start the postwar 
aid program s that amount will 
surely be escalated. 
At least half the money will 
be spent 
in 
North Vietnam, 
where the cost of repairing the 
damage will equal or surpass 
the cost of inflicting it. The 
chief port facilities at Haiphong 
will be rebuilt — bigger and 
better than before they were 
smashed 
and 
mined. 
Bomb- 
pocked 
railroa d yards, 
air 
fields, 
public 
utilities, 
dams, 
hospitals and churches will be 
restored or replaced. Bridges 
wi'l have to be stretched again, 
ships put back in the wrater, 
locomotives and. rolling stock 
reactivated. 
Our friends the South Viet­ 
namese wiH have to be helped, 
too. By the end of the war we 
will probably have dropped as 
manv bombs on South Vietnam, 
and its “ friendlies” as on North 
Vietnam, the ostensible enemy. 
Most of this tonnage will have 
been dropped bv B-52s seeking 
out real or imagined “ troop 
concentrations,” or on or near 
the countless veins of the Ho 
Chi Minh trail. There will be 
at least parts of the ancient 
capital of Hue to restore. We 
had to level whole areas in 
pushing the North Vietnamese 
invaders out, during the 1968 
Tet. 
It is entirely possible that we 
may have m ore trouble with the 
South Vietnam allies than with 
the 
North 
Vietnamese 
foes, 
when peace breaks out. There 
is historic precedence for this. 
The Philippine government Is 
still angry at us for not properly 


paying it for everything we 
broke in liberating the Filipinos 
from the Japanese. This bill has 
run 
into 
the 
hundreds 
of 
millions since V-J Day, with 
m o r e 
“ reparations'” 
still 
coming. 
Our postwar munificence in 
Vietnam in all probability will 
extend to the Viet Cong, the 
South Vietnamese Communist- 
oriented 
insurrectionists 
who 
will continue to make war on 
the Saigon government until it 
gives them a piece of the ac­ 
tion. 
How we’ll aid the VC 
remains to be seen, but we’ll 
find a way. That’s our way, 
to find a way. 
The original Marshall Plan 
breathed 
new 
life 
in+o 
the 
ruined cities and industries of 
Germany 
and 
Japan. 
Their 
miraculous economic recoveries 
are too well known to need 
further def ini lion, save to say 
that both are giving us a most 
difficult time in 
the m arket 
places 
of 
the 
world. 
They 
remain grateful, however. The 
Bonn 
G o v e r n m e n t 
has 
s c r u p u l o u s l y 
paid 
its 
obligations, 
i n c l u d i n g 
reparations 
to 
Israel. 
And 
Japan voluntarily cut its textile 
exports to the U.S. and sent 
CARE packages to the unem­ 
ployed of Seattle. 
'The American restoration of 
Indochina is not too far off. The 
snags and 
snares 
that 
now 
delay the affixing of signatures 
to the ceasefire and -standstill 
will dissolve relatively soon. Dr. 
Kissinger did not dream up all 
those rosy lights at the end of 
the dark tunnel. He is not a 
fellow 
who 
goofs 
off 
on 
questions as important as the 
shutdown of the least-wanted 
war of modern times. 
So, don’t expect any tax relief 
when 
the 
whole 
mess 
is 
finished. The cost of cleaning 
up the mess will take the place 
of making it — an appalling 
footnote to the continuing story 
of the futility of w ar.

The Gulf of Mexico keeps part 
of America green. 
But for the gulf, much of the 
Middle West and part of the 
Southeast would be as dry and 
empty as the Sahara. Wet air 
from the great body of w ater 
forms clouds that are carried 
north and m oisten the land like 
a giant sprinkler. 
Rain is only one of the riches 
flowing from the gulf. Scores 
of sweeping 
beaches 
attract 
vacationers. 
Mineral 
deposits 
such as sulphur, gas, and oil 
lure industry. Offshore waters 
support a thriving fishing in­ 
dustry. 
In 1970, the gulf state» ac­ 
counted for almost two-thirds of 
the 368 million jjounds of shrimp 
caught 
by 
United 
States 
fishermen. 
Largely a landlocked sea, the 
gulf stretches 1,631 miles along 
the 
southern 
United 
States, 
touching 
Florida, 
Alabama. 
Mississippi, L o u i s i a n a and 
Texas. Covering 700,000 square 


miles, it is almost the size of 
the western Mediterranean. 
The continental shelf, a rich 
source of oil and gas, forms 
a terrace around the gulf from 
10 to 150 m iles wride. 
The discovery of oil 
near 
Houston Jan. 10, 1901, began a 
new era along the Gulf Coast. 
After years of looking for oil. 
a 
prospector 
brought 
in 
a 
gusher on a s^t-dom e formation 
known 
as 
Spin die top. 
Other 
productive oil fields followed, 
and 
hundreds 
of 
companies 
were formed. 
The oil boom moved offshore 
in 1938. Within a decade, oil 
companies 
had 
leased 
two 
million acres of sea bottom, and 
17 rigs were drilling holes in 
the gulf floor. 
The rapid increase in drilling 
throughout the gulf has con­ 
tinued. Geologists estimate that 
6.5 billion barrels of oil may 
lie beneath the outer continental 
shelf alone. 
A sprawling forest of derricks 
spreads across the gulf to tap 


the 
submerged 
riches. About 
1.900 probe waters as deep as 
300 feet. 
To 
m i n i m i z e 
shipping 
h a z a r d s . the 
Government 
charted “ traffic lanes” through 
the metal maze a few years 
ago. No oil towers are per­ 
mitted along the two-mile-wide 
safety paths. 
Despite spills and occasional 
blowouts, offshore 
wells may 
sometimes 
help 
m arine 
life. 
Submerged portions of the rigs 
act as artificial reefs, attracting 
small organisms which in turn 
draw fish. 
“I have explored these steel 
reefs along the many miles of 
Louisiana coast and as far as 
75 miles offshore,” reports a 
veteran diver. 
“ I have observed reef com­ 
munities as they develop on a

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Pay Board ordered four New 
York 
newspapers to cut

employes. 
Board Chairman George H. 
Boldt announced the order af­ 
fecting The New York Times, 
The New York Daily News, The 
New York Post and The Long 
Island Daily Press. 
As a result of the board's de­ 
cision rolling back 11 per cent 
wage hikes to 8 per cent, the 
Price Commission at the same 
time ordered the Times and the 
Daily News to reduce advertis­ 
ing rates. 


LO W ER AD RATES 
The Times was ordered to re­ 
duce its ad rates by 1.69 per 
cent and the Daily News by 
1.14 per cent. 
"When companies receive ap­ 
provals for a price increase 
based on increased costs, they 
are required to make price re­ 
ductions when the costs are re­ 
duced,” said C. Jackson Gray­ 
son Jr., chairman of the Price 
Commission. 
The newspaper employes* in­ 
creases fall in the third year of 
a 
three-year 
contract 
which 
took effect March 31, 1970. 
A board statement said an 8- 
per-cent increase was justified 
by "ongoing collective bargain­ 
ing relationships and the need 
to prevent gross inequities.” 
The 
statement 
added 
that 
"qualified fringe benefits were 
approved as negotiated.” 
The increases affected were 
granted March 31, 1972, for all 
newspaper 
employes, 
except

Wallace's Chances 
Of Walking are Slim 


NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - 
The surgeon who removed the 
bullet from the spine of Ala­ 
bama Gov. George C. Wallace 
says each passing day brings 
less chance that Wallace will 
walk again. 
“At first, we were a bit opti­ 
mistic 
since 
the 
governor’s 
spinal cord was not completely 
severed,” said Dr. J. Garber 
Galbraith of Birmingham, Ala. 
"But even though the bullet 
which lodges in the governor’s 
spinal cord was successfully re­ 
moved, there was damage to 
his nerve track.” 
Wallace’s legs remain paral­ 
yzed as a result of the assassi­ 
nation attempt in a Maryland 
shopping center last summer 
while he was campaigning for 
president. 
The neurosurgeon added that 
in his opinion "the chances of 
his recovering from this paral­ 
ysis are becoming increasingly 
unlikely.” 
"I base this belief on the fact 
that there ha? been no improve­ 
ment in his paralysis, despite 
removal of the bullet from his 
spine/* said Galbraith, who is 
professor of neurosurgery at 
the 
University 
of 
Alabama 
School of Medicine. 
Galbraith commented in an 
interview with the Times Pica­ 
yune between sessions of the 
66th annual: convention of the 
Southern Medical Association.

■pointed out. “He needs a. 
minimum, amount of 
ex- 
p e r i e n c e s with people 
outside of his family and 
other places outside of his 
home before he’s ready for 
school And he also needs 
a certain number of ex­ 
periences in, using his body 
movement. 
“Sometimes children just 


don’t get those experiences 
at 
home. 
This 
doesn’t 
necessarily mean that the 
c h i l d 
cornea 
from 
a 
deprived home. It just may 
mean that both the parents 
work and the child is left 
with a baby sitter much of 
the time,” he said. 
If a 
child 
hasn't had 
enough 
experiences, 
the 
school will prepare a special 
program for him so, he can 
make up for his deficiencies 
in school. 
“Sometimes well simply 
recommend that the parent 
wait a year until the child 
is

said, “although it’s only a 
suggestion. 
“Most times, we send the

WITH PROBLEMS 
The special class is called 
a resource room, staffed by 
a special education teacher 
trained to identify and help 
children 
with 
problems, 
whether emotional, physical 
or academic. 
The needs of each child 
vary and the teacher at­ 


tempts to meet each need 
accordingly. Some children 
re q u i r e 
emphasis 
or 
a s s i s t a n c e in purely 
academic 
areas 
whereas 
others have an. adjustment 
problem to compound the 
learning problem. 
The resource teacher also 
schedules conferences with 
the parents and the teacher 
to help them understand the 
problem 
and 
to 
suggest 
w'ays 
the 
child 
can

helped. 
Another means used to 
help the child get ready for 
school 
is 
educating

parent, he said. “It’s a very 
delicate 
matter to teach 
parents
